They will be compelled to work at the camps for their BOARD and LODGING, and

will get no more than $1.00 a day. 
The workers will not receive this 
money, but it will be used to provide 
for their families. Thus, the prison 
camps are not only for the homeless 
youth, but for married men. 
Who breaks up the home? The 
Communists? No—Roosevelt, the 
demagogue, with the aid of the other 
“liberals” and “progressives,” Sen- 
ators LaFol'ette, Costigan, Wagner, 
Frances Perkins, the new secretary 
of labor, William Green and, with 
some criticisms, Norman Thomas, 
agree with this program. 

Not Free To Leave 
The workers will not be free to 
go and come. They will be under 
army discipline, and will be permitted 
to leave the camp only if they can 
“procure better jobs.” This is mere- 
ly mocking at the unemployed. 
This is a direct attack on the whole 
working class. Although they tell 
us that this prison labor will not be 
in competition with “free” labor, it 
is obvious that it cannot be prevent- 
ed. ‘This means that wages all 
around will be slashed on the pre- 
tentious plea of “aiding the unem- 
ployed.” 
This comes on top of the inflation 
schemes put through for the pro- 
tection and support of the big banks, 
the squeezing out of the small banks, 
and the loss of billions in deposits 
to the small depositors, the driving 
up of the cost of living, the cutting 
of wages, the throwing of more hun- 
dreds of thousands of workers into 
the streets, as for instance in the 
closing down of the Buick and 
Chrysler auto plants, indicate what 
is in store for the workers. 

Remember His Deeds 

Masses of workers still are under 
the influence of Roosevelt’s dema- 
gogy. They still think he will do 
something for them. ‘These work- 
ers should remember his bank pro- 
gram, which will cost the workers 
and small depositors billions of dol- 
lars in deposits; his wage cut pro- 
gram for government employees and 
the veterans’ relief cuts, which are 
only the beginning of general wage 
slashes. 

And above all they should not for- 
get his army prison labor program, 
which is an open fascist program 
in preparation for a general assault 
on the working class conditions, and 
for another imperialist war. 

“Power as if we were in fact in- 
vaded by a foreign foe!”, is what 
Roosevelt asked in his ‘inaugural 
speech. Roosevelt wants dictatorial 
power—the bankers have given it to 
him—the bankers whom he assailed 
in his bid for votes. 

What is to be done? Now only 
the united force of the working class 
will help. The United Front of all 
working class organizations, no 
matter what their character may be 
—unemployed organizations, unions, 
shops, fraternal lodges, clubs, irres- 
pective of political leanings, religi- 
ous affiliations, whether of native 
or foreign-born workers — all of us 
must get. together in the struggle 
against the Roosevelt-Wall Street 
army prison labor program. The 
Unemployed Councils must be in the 
forefront in brin-ing about this 
united front. 

Who Opposes Unity? 

Some there are who oppose this 
united front: the leaders of the 
A. F. of L. and of the Socialist Party. 
These people support the Roosevelt 
program: They may pretend, as 
Green does in his speech at Wilkes- 
barre, that they oppose Roosevelt's 
program, but thefY do and will do 
nothing to prevent its being put 
through. 

Norman Thomas may go to Wash- 
ington in “disagreement” with Roose- 
velt’s program, but he comes away 
“approving the steps Roosevelt has 
taken in the financial crisis!” 

These people and their colleagues 
are preventing the workers from 
uniting, just as in Germany they 
are responsible for the fact that Hit- 
ler is in power—which power he is 
now using to smash the whole work- 
ing Class, including the Social-Demo- 
cratic workers. 

Build the United Front in every 
locality. Send resolutions to Roose- 
velt, White House, Washington, D. C., 
condemning his work program. De- 
mand that he put through legisla- 
tion along the line of the demands 
put before him by the National Com- 
mittee Unemployed Councils, for 
emergengy cash relicf of $50 for each 
worker, plus $10 for each dependent. 
Also immediate enactment of a bill 
for Unemployment and Social In- 
surance at the expense of the em- 
ployers and the government. 

The times are moving fast. ‘The 
situation grows sharper. The work- 
ers must not lose a moment. Roose- 
velt is ramming thru a policy of 
hunger. Only the workers can stop 
it, by militant action in every locality 
in the fight for relief and insurance, 
by struggles against wage cuts, 
against the denial of our rights. 


“The Communists fight for the

Roosevelt Farm Bill Is Attack on 
Both Land and City Workers 


By JAMES ALLEN 

HE Roosevelt farm bill which has 

just been presented to Congress 
and which, its sponsors. hope, . will 
stifle the farm revolt and “overcome” 
the crisis, cannot be considered apart 
from the steps that have already 
been taken by the Wall Street “brain 
trust” in Washington for widespread 
indirect wage-cuts through inflation.

The tax levied on the processor, 
according to the bill, is to be equa! to 
the difference between the price paid 
the farmer for the product and the 
pre-war price of that product. This 
tax, contrary to the general impres- 
sion that has been so skillfully 
created, is not to be paid back direct 
to the farmer. On the contrary, it is 
to be used to force a reduction in 
farm acreage—to pay a rental to the 
farmer for the land he takes out of 
production. Im the case of cotton, 
the government will utilize the op- 
portunity to get rid of the 3,000,000 
bales it bought as a “relief measure,” 
by giving an option on it to all 
farmers who will have reduced their 
acreage during the coming season by

BILLIONS OF DEPOSITS TO BE WIPED 
OUT, STATES WHALEY-EATON SERVICE 


Big Business Secret News Letters Declare: “Situation Is Full of Dan- 
ger and Uncertainties; Inflation May Not Move Trade” 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—That the new banking bill gives the government oppor 
tunity to print money in unlimited quantities is admitted by the Whaley-Eaton ary 
in its confidential letter of March 11th to its clients in the business world. 

The letter points out that money could be issued to the amount of as much as 20 bil 
lions dollars, the full extent of the public debt. 

While the press tries to minimize the losses that depositors will suffer in the “re 
organization” process, the Whaley-Eaton service, speaking en to its clients, says 


“Some billions of deposits 
are to be wiped out. Huge 
losses are to be taken in re- 
organization of railroads and 
corporations, adjustments as 
to real estate, bankrupts, etc.” 


Marvels At Double Drive 

In commenting upon the in- 
troduction of inflation with a 
consequent skyrocketing of 
prices of the necessaries of 
life the letter expresses sur- 
prise that the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration should, at the 
same time, slash wages, and 
says: “It is not usual to reduce 
wages in the face of an ap- 
proaching inflation.” 

Thus even some of the capi- 
talist spokesmen are surprised 
at the viciousness of the drive 
which simultaneously smashes 
down the standards of life by 
indirect wage cuts through in- 
flation and direct cutting of 
money wages. 

The letter. warns its clients 
that prices will rise from 16 
to 25 per cent and adds that 
“the situation is full of danger 
an“ uncertainties, first because 
the public may be.enticed into 
expecting an inflation of far 
greater proportions than is in- 
tended and, secondly, because 
‘the surpluses still exist and it 


‘is yet to be determined if in- 


flation can put trade into move- 
ment.”

\BRITISH BANKS 
CUT INTEREST 


-Almost Nothing Now; 


Cannot Invest 


LONDON, March 1: 19.—For the first 
time in the history of British bank- 
ing, England faces the suspension 
of interest payments on deposits. 
There is ample money and deposits 
—but no place it can be invested 
profitably. That is, there so little 
chance of capital 
will put workers on the job that. no- 
thing is being produced with which 
to pay interest. 

Interest has been paid at the low 
rate of ten shillings on one hundred 
pounds sterling. That is to say about 
$2 on $400 (one half of one per cent 
interest). It is now proposed to re- 
duce this to 2% shillings on one 
hundred pounds. 

This indicates again the still rapid 
decline of capitalist economy and the 
general deepening of the crisis.

Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, appointed by Hindenburg as head of the newly 
created “Ministry of Popular Enlightenment and Propaganda,” 
has issued an order that the German people celebrate Tuesday, 
when the new Reichstag convenes, as a national holiday. 

The manifesto orders the monarchist black, white and red

be displayed everywhere. Bon- 
fires to be lit at night, and 
terchlight processions held. It even 
instructs sick and feeble people to 
listen to the radio broadcast of the 
ceremonies in connection with the 
opening of the Reichstag.

To Rule Without Reichstag 

The new Reichstag will assemble 
in the garrison church at Potsdam, 
a monarchist shrine. All Communist 
deputies will be barred, leaving the 
Mational Socialist-Nationalist coali- 
tion a free hand to send the Reich- 
stag. on 2a long vacation. 

The National Socialist terror con- 
tinues unabated in an effort to stamp 
out the protests of the working 
masses. All officials of the transit 
corporation who are suspected of 
opposition to the Hitler regime have 
been ordered dismissed. In addition 
to the gag rules under which foreign 
correspondents operate, steps have 
been taken to bar all foreign news- 
papers and periodicals that criticize 


the fascists. Seventeen were pro- 
hibited yesterday, including Izvestia, 
organ of the Soviet government, and 
Pravda, central organ of the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet Union.

Fascist Backer Heads Reichsbank 

The National Socialists have suc- 
ceeded in ousting Dr. Hans Luther 
as president of the Reichsbank. Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht has been put in 
his place and Luther has been given 
a consolation post as Ambassador to 
the United States: Dr. Schacht -es- 
tablished secret connections with the 
National Socialists several years ago 
and has since been one of their 
chief backers. About two years ago 
he visited the United States and was 
reported to have negotiated with 
American bankers for loans to the 
Hitler movement. 


In his statement on taking over 
the presidency of the Reichsbank, Dr. 
Schacht resorted to the usual Na- 
tional Socialist demagogy about aid- 
ing “the small man,” and criticized 
“the bureaucracy of big concerns.” 
It is by such talk that the Nazis have 
deluded millions of the lower middle 
class, putting them more firmly into 
the clutches of the big industrial and 
agrarian interests who control the 


Hitler government. 


HOW COMMUNIST LEADERS WERE 
ARRESTED AND TORTURED BY NAZIS 


Comrade Ernst Thaelman, chair- 
man of the German Communist Par- 
ty, was arrested in the home of a 
machinist in Charlottenburg. Com- 
rade Torgler, head of the Communist 
Reichstag deputies, was taken into 
custody when he appeared at Berlin 
police headquarters, accompanied by 
his attorney, Dr. Rosenfeld, to protest 
against the charges that the Commu- 
nist Party had instigated the Reich- 
stag fire. 

The Hugenburg-owned Berlin ‘Tag’ 
reports that in the subsequent wide- 
spread raids the police and Nazi 
troopers seized Comrades Memmele, 
Kasper (chairman of the Communist 
deputies in the Prussian Diet), Walter 
Stoecker, Dr. Auslaender (school prin- 
cipal) and many other Communist 
Reachstag deputies. 

Other Communist 4eaders arrested 
were Dr. Schminke, Berlin City Coun- 
cillor and director of all hospitals in 
Berlin-Neukoelln, the attorneys Dr. 
Apfel, Dr. Litten and Dr. Barbasch, 
Comrade Ludwig Renn, world-famous 
novelist (author of “War” and “After 
War”), Deputy Ernst Schneller, man- 


aging editor of the “Rote Fahne,’ 


Professor Felix Halle and Egon Er- 
win Kisch, noted writer. 
Thaelmann Held Incommunicado 


The Berlin police refuse to state 
whether Thaelmann or Torgler are 
unharmed or not. They are held in- 
communicado, and when we remem- 
ber the murders of Leo Jogiches and 
Karl Suelt in the corridors of the 
Berlin Police Headquarters some 
years ago, the gravest fears must be 
entertained for their safety. 


Torgler in Hospital 

The New York “Evening Post” re- 
ports that “a Herr Progler (meaning 
Comrade Torgler) is in a hospital in 
@ serious condition.” It also reports 
from Prague that Dr. Apfel, the at- 
torney mentioned above, “is believed 
to have died of maltreatment.” Fur- 
ther, “a Communist lawyer is report- 
ed to have been so monstrously beat- 
en in the face that he is no longer 
recognizable.” 

The Vienna “Arbeiter-Zeitung of 
March 3rd reports that the Commu- 
nist Party Deputy Gerdes was lured 
from his home in Oldenburg at 5 
a. m., beaten over the head, shot five 
‘times and fatally wounded.

patch to the New York Sun from its Berlin correspondent. The correspond- 
ent declared that with the opposition press “banned or intimidated,” the 
German People may never learn “how exactly the murder of Potempa, 


which shook Germany last August, 
has been imitated by other misled 
youths to whom responsible Ministers 
like Captain Hermann Goering (fas- 
cist head of the police) allowed full 
liberty. 

“The fact that the Potempa mur- 
derers, who took an unresisting Com- 
munist from his bed and stamped 
him-to death with their heels, have 
now been pardoned, seems indicative 
of the official Nazi attitude toward 
such actions.” 


The correspondent reports acts of 
the wildest terrorism against Jews, 
especially those of Polish nationality. 
“This mistreatment runs from sell- 
ing ‘protection’ at the point of a 
pistol through blackmail, robbery, 
kidnapping and imprisonment to tor- 
ture.

LONDON, March 19.—The British 
Government, headed by the ‘sociai- 
imperialist, Ramsay MacDonald, en- 
gaged in a new gesture of extending
